In 1878, on November 30th, the or­ 
der held its first Grand Parlor, which 
met in San Francisco. Two men were 
then contesting for the supreme honor 
of the office of grand president, Jasper 
.Fishbourn of San Francisco and Wil­ 
liam G. Hawkett of Oakland, well 
known as chief deputy during Robert 
Leckie's assessorship. 
It is said that 
the Sacramento delegation, in passing 
through Oakland, were very warmly 
received by their Oakland brethern 
and were treated to a handsome din­ 
ner at Barn urn's restaurant. 
Here, 
while the inner man was being re­ 
freshed and the cup of 
fraternity 


drained, the Oaklanders made them 
selves so solid wiih their guests that 
when they fjnally Came to vote for 
grand president Hawkett received the 
majority by one vote, the total vote be­ 
ing seven to six. 


Thus it was an Oakland man who 
first held the most distinguished office 
of the order. 
The other delegates 
from this city were Rod W. Church, 
W. A. Nash, Homer C. Evan and J. 
W. Bankhead. 
The latter was elected 
grand treasurer and Nash was made 
grand marshal. 


Singular enough Hawkett's 
name 
does not appear on the list of past 
grand presidents and this facTfhas on 
various occasions come up for discus­ 
sion at the meeting of the grand par­ 
lor, where he ought to have a seat. 
The reason is that at a special session 
held on June 10, 1877, Mr. Hawkett 
and ^ Mr. Bankhead 
both 
presented 
their resignations,,and the term of their 
respective offices was finished by Jasper 
Fishbourn as president and J. J. Nagle 
of Oakland as treasurer. 
Hawkett re­ 
signed his position as past grand presi­ 
dent at the next session of the grand 
parlor and in 1884 the charter of Oak­ 
land No. 2, of which he was a member, 
was withdrawn. 
The constitution of 
the order provides that the 
grand 
parlor shall be composed ot delegates 
and such grand past presidents who 
have retained a continuous 
member­ 
ship, and also, that to become a past 
grand president he must have been 
grand president for a full term. 
For 
these reasons Mr. Hawkett has been 
excluded from the grand parlor, but it 
is rumored that at the coming session 
renewed efforts will be made to seat 
him, gjfethe ground, presumably, that 
the constitution is of later date than 
his resignation asgrand president.

For nearly half a century California 
•has been dear to the hearts of men. 
Great things material and intellectual 
are expected from 
that wonderful, 
mysterious land of oil and wine, of gold 
and sunshine, that lies beyond the 
crest of the Sierras.

to a single American State are poten­ 
tial resources of climate, soil, forests, 
mines and whatever goes to produce 
material strength, equivalent to the 
natural resources ol countries like 
Italy, France or Spain. 
The area of 
Itajy is 110,000 square miles and that 


of California is 158,000. 
If California 


was fully settled it would make four 
States as large and prosperous as Ohio. 


All 
California needs in order to 
make great material progress is more 
population. It is time of course that 
many things beside population go to 
the measurement of a State. 


Ii the people of California were 


. 
thoroughly contented and prosperous 
it might easily be more comfortable for 
them to remain a few hundred thous­ 
and settlers in an undeveloped empire. 


But the natural resources of the region 
are so extraordinary that one finds this 
lack of population difficult to under­ 
stand. 


If it were not for the sudden growth 


of Southern California in this last de­ 
cade the State would have remained 
at nearly a standstill for fifteen years 
past 
There must 
be something 
wrong with the social and industrial 
conditions which has kept the free 
American people from taking posses­ 
sion of the lands by millions instead 


of by thousands. 


The gold mines of California last 
year yielded $18,000,000. 


The 
orchards 
and vineyards pro­ 
duced over 222,000,000 pounds of 
dried fruits and this represent only a 
small part of the horticultural and agri­ 
cultural wealth of the State. 


The 
Savings Banks contained de­ 
posits of $140,000,000. 
The assessed 
value of the real and personal prop­ 
erty of the State is not less than 
$j,300,000,000. 


Turn which ever way he pleases the 
student of material resources is aston­ 
ished and delighted at this lavish, exu­ 
berant young commonwealth of which 
stories have been told in every lan- 


' guage. 
The longer one studies the 
deeper 
grows the mystery. 
Here 
seems infinitely 
greater possibilities 
than those of the middle west in 1849 
and yet look at the growth of the State 


of Illinois since the days Lincoln was 
a pioneer lawyer. 
What has been the 
trouble in recent years with California? 


Why is the development of its natural 
resources so astonishingly slow in com­ 
parison with other States? 
*'It would take volumes to answer, 
but some of the most important are: 
California began as a conquered Mexi­ 
can province, was settled by gold- 
seekers and a few shrewd^nen seized 
the bulk of the land. 
These immense

ranches became the primary cause of 
the country and a few even still re-I 
main. 
The nation should have ex-' 
tinguished all the Spanish claims and 
spjd the lands to the actual settlers, 
paying the money to Spanish ow ners 


By the time the placer mines failed the 
rich valleys were largely . closed to set 
tlement and the first great time of 
home-seekers wag rolled back to the 
territories and became the provinces of 
Arizona, Nevada, Idaho and the whole 
Rocky Mountain 
regions, 
enduring 
greater hardships and settled on poorer 
lands, because California land system 


was very hard on the poor man. But 
these land troubles are slowly passing 
away and the large ranches will be 
broken up in time, but nevertheless, 
underlying social discontents have in­ 
creased from other causes until they 
are surprisingly bitter for so young a 
commonwealth.

JAMES DWIGHT DANA, who was not 
only, the most eminent geologist in 
this country, but was recognized by the 
scientific world as one of the highest 
authorities on geology without regard 
to nationality, died in New Haven last 
Saturday night at the age of eighty-two.

He la of mod­ 
est demeanor and no boaster, and vet he 
has killed In his solitary wanderings more 
cougars, California lions, wolves and grlz 
sir bears than would snfBoe to stock all 
the menageries In the United States. 
Un­ 
like his fellows, he Is a oollege bred man, 
Is a versatile talker and tells a good story. 


To a correspondent who recently met 
Solberg In Spokane Falls the hunter told 
the following queer story: 


"It was early in September that I start­ 
ed oat to fill a Chicago order for a lot of 
cougar, 
black lynx and olnnamon bear 
skins. 
I directed my coarse toward the 
upper Salmon river, my objective point 
being 900 miles southeast of Pierce City 
Besides Ben, a stout Lapwai half breed, my 
faithful hired man of all work, caterer, 
tent keeper, etc., my outfit oonslsted of 
two Indian ponies for packing service, 
three old hounds, camp fixtures, two rifles, 
a shotgun, revolvers and plenty of provi­ 
sions and ammunition- 


"Monday, Sept. 84, will always be a 
memorable day In my experience. 
Leav­ 
ing Ben and one dog in camp, I started 
early in the morning for an all day trip, 
directing my steps toward the headwaters 
of the little stream near which we were 
camped. 
We had gone about two miles 
from camp when Tige and Fan strnok a 
eoent and bounded off through the dense 
thicket. I qnlokened my pace in the direc­ 
tion the dogs had taken and soon came up­ 
on the tracks of what I knew must be 
a large grizzly bear. 
Presently, as I an­ 
ticipated, the hounds brought the bear 
to bay a few hundred yards ahead. 
This 
was dearly evident 
from 
the 
altered 
tone of their cries. 
When I came up with 
the dogs, there, sure enough, was a big 
grizzly sitting on his haunches and com­ 
placently taking In the situation. 


" I poised my rifle and was about to fire, 
when, to my utter surprise, I saw a stout 
leather strap about the bear's ohubby neck, 
while from the brass ting under his throat 
dangled a rosette and tassel made of red, 
white and blue ribbons. 
Boaldea the ani­ 
mal's coat was as sleek and clean as if he 
had just come from a tub of soap and wa­ 
ter 


"Was the brute an escape from some 
menagerlef 
Was ho a household pet, or 
was I dreaming! 
1 
None of these, surely I 
We were in the heart of a mountain wilder­ 
ness, more than 90 miles from the nearest 
border settlement and 800 miles from the 
nearest town ever visited by circus or men­ 
agerie. 
Besides family pets ore not made 
of grizzly boars weighing half a ton. 


"I called off the dogs and put them In 
leashes. 
Strangely enough, the huge beast 
plunged lnstanter into the thicket and 
shambled off up the creek, while I followed 
as fast as I could lead the hounds. I could 
hear the crackling of dry twigs under the 
Dear's feet, and quieting the dogs in order 
to catch his course I heard a human voice, 
the shrill, treble ory of a woman. 


" 'Ho, Dlo, Dlo, Dio-ol' it came. 
'Once more I was dazed. 
All the fairy 
stories of bears and wolves I had ever heard 
or read came back to me, and I was begin­ 
ning to distrust the reliability of my senses 
when the cry • came again, a good deal 
nearer and louder: 'Dlo, Dio. Ho, Dl-o-ol' 


"Chaining the hounds to a sapling, I 
plunged forward. 
I soon overtook 
the 
bear, which paid no attention to me what­ 
ever, but lazily walked along as If his busi­ 
ness was his own and nobody else's, halt­ 
ing now and then to munch a few berries 
from the bushes. As bruin and I emerged 
from the thicket into a partially open 
space, what was my amazement to sud­ 
denly meet face to face a woman—a real, 
live woman I 
The apparition was clad In 
buokskin frock and leggings, with high 
brogans buckled over her feet, and her 
head covered with a brown slouch hat, 
from beneath which streamed her long 
hair. 
She was a blond of the most perfect 
type. 
She snapped her thumb and finger, 
and the bear walked to her side, reared 
up on his hind feet and licked her cheek 
while she stroked his shaggy coat. 


" 'Now, sir,' said the woman, 'will you 
walk home with me and see where I live 
with Dlo and his family!" 


"A 20 minutes' walk on a well beaten 
trail brought us to a limestone cliff a few 
rods from the stream.

The gist of the^whole matter was a 
love sorrow caused by the Interference of 
unwise parents and resulting In the abanr 
donmentof a comfortable home for the pre­ 
carious life of a recluse. Only two or three 
trusted friends know the secret of her 
whereabouts, and mode of living. 


" Backwoodsmen built her the cabin five 
years.ago, and about that time she bought 
a pair of grizzly oubs from the Indians and 
reared them on condensed milk. 
To this 
simple diet and the kindest treatment the 
philosophical (ady attributes the wonder­ 
ful docility of' her grizzly pets. 
Frontiers­ 
men hired for the purpose make monthly 
visits to the cabin, bringing upon pack 
animals every comfort and. many luxuries. 


"The hsrmitess maintains that mercy 
between man and mas and kindness to the 
lower' animals must oonstltnte the great 
p y i m y . whtuh Is to redeem animated na­ 
ture, bring back the golden age and hasten 
the T » i i i o n n i n m "—San Franolsoo Chroni- 
ale.

*>AUL J O N E S ' LOVE AFFAIRS. 


Be Once Had a- Roaring Flirtation With 
a French Countess. 


At this time tradition begins a long list 
of Paul Jones' love affairs and gallantries. 
There is no doubt that he was a Hon among 
the ladles and had a roaring flirtation wjth 
the Countess Lavendahl de Bourbon. 
She 
was much younger than her husband, and 
chroniclers note that she was mure re­ 
nowned for wit than for discretion. 
She 
painted Paul Jones' portrait and wrote 
verses under it. He so far lost his head over 
this lady that he wrote her most violent 
love letters, inclosing locks of his hair, and 
asked her to take care of his' sword on his 
approaching voyage to America and to cor­ 
respond with him 
cipher. 


The countess seemed to think at this 
point that the affair had gone far enough, 
and that it was time to throw cold water 
on her too ardent admirer. Paul Jones got 
out of his awkward predicament with as 
much skill as ho had escaped from Texel. 
He assured the lady he was not in the 
least in love with her—friendship, 
and 
friendship only, was all he meant, and she 
had evidently misunderstood him—which 
effectually landed the lady in the awkward 
predicament. 
Ho .seems, however, never 
to have lost her respect, for the correspond­ 
ence was resumed in after years. 


Then there was a Mme. Tholllson, a nat­ 
ural daughter of Louis XV, with whom 
Paul Jones appears to have had a love af­ 
fair of some sort. He had influence enough 
to have her introduced to tho king, who 
promised to befriend her. Afterward Paul 
Jones wrote Mr. Jefferson, then minister 
to France, recommending Mme. Tholllson 
to his frleVdly offices. 
He mentioned that 
ho had borrowed for her 4,000 livros with 
which to pay a debt and had never found 
out whether she had used the money for 
the purpose specified or not. 


He was in the midst of a corrupt court, 
and although he may not have escaped un- 
contaminated it is an admirable fact that 
among the 1,300 letters written by and to 
him, now preserved, there is not one single 
coarse expression, and no woman's name 
is mentioned except in terms of the high­ 
est respect. 
This speaks well for the chiv­ 
alry of those eighteenth century gentle­ 
men.—From "Paul Jones," by Molly Kl- 
liot Soawell, In Century.

THE 
CEREMONIOUS DINNER. 


A "Brief Besant Kssay Holding One or Two 
New Points. 


Dinner above everything Illustrates the 
oonquest of the savage. 
But dinner as 
served 60 or 70 years ago presented points 
In which the conquest was incomplete 
Thus men had to carve the food on the ta­ 
ble. 
This led to shame and misery anufthe" 
exposure of Incompetence. 
Besides it left 
the door wide open for talking about' food. 
Moreover, though men no longer ate as 
much as they could, they still drank as 
tnuoh as they oould. 


In illustration of this history, can any 
one tell me, asks Walter Besant In the 
London Queen, first, when the custom of 
putting the wine glasses, reversed, In wa­ 
ter glasses was abolishedt 
Some one, I 
take it, was struck with the uselessness 
and the cumbrousness of the custom and 
boldly swept it away. Second, when were 
people first paired off? 
Formerly the host 
took the principal lady, and the rest fol­ 
lowed as they chose. 
Third, when were 
the names of the guests written on cards 
in their places! Fourth, when was dinner 
first carved off the table? It was some time 
in the sixties. 
The dinner so served was 
called, if I remember rightly, dinner a la 
Russe, and there was a great deal of oppo­ 
sition to it. But common sense and handi- 
ness prevailed. 


My correspondent informs me—a thing 
which I did not know—that when dinner 
was all put on the table at once there used 
to be a set number of dishes, according to 
the number of guests—e. g., 8 to 12 guests; 
hence the expression, "Covers were laid 
for so many." The "covers" were the cov­ 
ered dishes. And, she adds, when we speak 
of ladies taking four glasses after dinner 
we must remember that the glasses were 
very tiny. 
Big glasses, she thinks, came 
in with the temperance movement, so that 
a man could declare honestly that he had 
taken only three glasses. 
Perhaps—the 
temperance movement has much to'answer 
for. 
I am reminded of a certain under­ 
graduate In ancient days. He was in train­ 
ing for the boat races. Like the rest of the 
crew, he was put on an allowance of one 
glass of port a day.

CHINESE CARVINGS. 


H F.N kY R. PATTERSON. 
AUGUST VOLLMER. 


Patterson 1 Voilmer 


Artistic Ornaments Cat Ont of Nats and 
Tiny Fruit Stones. 


The most curious objects which 
are 
made subjects of the carver's art in China 
are the various nuts and fruit stones. 
Among the latter class may be named the 
stones of the olive, plum, peach, cherry, 
and of the former the most common are 
made upon the shells of walnuts and cocoa- 
nuts. 
These seeds and nuts ore collected 
with great care and carefully cleaned and 
dried before being taken to the carver, who 
has an invariable standard of size, propor- • 
tlon, weight, hardness, etc. 
When every 
detail has been carried out to the satisfac­ 
tion of the artist, a nut or seed Is selected 
by the designer* who roughly traces upon 
its surface an outline of the future picture. 
This is handed over to apprentices, who 
block out the design by cutting through 
the llgenous tissue along the lines drawn. 
The crude carving is again passed to the 
designer, who sketches a second and more 
Intricate series of outlines, when it again 
goes forward to the subordinates, who cut 
out the indicated channels. 
After this the 
designer gives the object 
its 
finishing 
touches, and the assistants prepare it for 
market by polishing, oiling and waxing 
the carvings. 
These nut and fruit stone 
carvings are shown in the shape of buttons, 
watch charms, sleeve links, earrings and 
brooches. 
Collections of them strung on . 
silver, copper or gold wire are also used as 
bracelets, anklets, necklaces, rosaries and 
offlolal ornaments. 


The carvings represented upon these seed 
and nut ornaments are frequently of a 
very high order of conception and display 
much of the carver's cleverness and dex­ 
terity. 
The writer has seen single oherry ; 
seeds upon which were plainly and artis­ 
tically outlined a dragon, two crickets, a 
cornflower and a bunch of grapes. On the 
larger seeds and nuts are represented en­ 
tire trees and their fruits and leaves, vines 
with leaves, flowers and vegetables attach­ 
ed, as well as buildings, bridges, towers, 
temples and fences. 
Among the second 
group, which are usually composed princi­ 
pally of animal figures, the horse, lion, 
tiger, elephant, camel and bull are most 
generally represented.—St. Louis Repub­ 
lic.

Because its sensations are at onoe more 
lasting than others and more subject to 
our wlU. 


Because we have a certain special but in­ 
definable satisfaction, arising from the in­ 
stinctive knowledge that, by the very act 
of eating, we are making good our losses 
and prolonging our existence. 


These are the reasons advanced by this 
eminent writer to prove that taste is the 
most important of the senses. He was also 
one of the first to suspect the identity of 
the senses of taste and smell, and he said 
that of two guests seated at the same ban­ 
quet one may have delicious sensations , 
while the other seems to eat only because 
compelled, the reason being that the latter i 
has tongue and nostrils only poorly fur­ 
nished for enjoyment.

The Barometer. 


The bolometer w a s Invented by Torrioel- 
Ii, a pnpil of Galilei, In 1648. In attempting 
to p u m p water from a very deep well near 
Florence h e found that In spite of all his 
efforts the liquid would not rise higher in 
the p u m p stock than 82 feet 
This set the 
young scientist t o thinking, and as he 
oouM not account for the phenomenon In 
any other w a y he w a s not slow in attribut­ 
ing It to atmospherio pressure. 
H e ar­ 
gued that water would rise i n a vacuum 
only t o such a height as would render the 
downward pressure or weight of the col­ 
u m n of water just equal to the atmos­ 
pherio pressure, and further that should a 
heavier fluid be used the height of the col­ 
umn could be m u c h reduced. 
To prove 
this h e selected a glass tube four feet long, 
and after sealing one end filled It with 
mercury and then inverted it in a basin 1 
containing a quantity of the same peoul-' 
iar liquid. The column In the tube quick­ 
ly fell to a height of nearly 80 Inches above 
the mercury in the basin, leaving in the 
top of the tube a vacuum, which is the 
most perfect that has ever been obtained, 
and which Is to this day called the Torrioel- 
11 vacuum in honor of its discoverer. The 
name of the Instrument means "air meas­ 
ure, " and its fundamental principles can­ 
not be better illustrated than by the above 
described experiment.—St. Louis Repub­ 
lic, 


Don't Get Up Early. 


It is said t o be natural—that is, physiol­ 
ogical—to rise early and enjoy the beauties 
of the sunrise. 
If w e ask why, we are 
treated to various transoendental 
theories 
about the vivifying influence of the sun 
and are told to take example by the birds 
of the air and the beasts of the field, or so 
many of them as are not nocturnal in their 
habits.

Armed With Brooms, I n Paris They Work 
With Men Removing- Snow. 


Women as well as m e n are employed to 
remove the snow from the streets of Paris. 
Groups of both sexes, armed with brooms, 
gather at certain points all over the oity, 
especially about the Opera and the Place de 
la Bastille. 
Employees of the prefecture 
promptly appear and divide 
them 
into 
brigades, assigning to each a certain sec­ 
tion from which the snow and ice are to be 
removed or deprived of Its dangers to the 
pedestrian, for It is the duty of the "direc­ 
tion of publio ways," as the street clean­ 
ing department is called, to clean off the 
sidewalks as well as the streets, and to 
sprinkle cinders in slippery places. 


Up to the unusually severe winter of 
1879-80—when the street oleaning depart­ 
ment found Itself unable to cope with its 
difficulties, and called down upon itself the 
maledictions of the press and people, just 
as its New York prototype has done—no 
mechanical aids were employed In clearing 
away the snow. But, as a result of the try­ 
ing experiences of that winter, the depart­ 
ment was thoroughly reorganized and few 
complaints have since been heard. 


Under the present system the city is di­ 
vided into sections, each of whioh Is pre­ 
sided over by a chief having a certain num­ 
ber of men and carts permanently under 
his control while others are subsidized so 
that their services may be commanded im­ 
mediately at any time without delay. The 
streets are classified according to their im­ 
portance. Triangular snowplows are used, 
and then sweeping machines with steel 
brooms. If the show is packed solidly, fine 
salt is employed in large quantities to dis­ 
solve it. 
Salt is taxed in France, but the 
state and city waive their 
fiscal 
rights, 
amounting to 160 francs per 1,000 kilo­ 
grams, upon that for use In the streets, 
and.lt costs but 31 francs per 3,300 pounds 
delivered in Paris from the mines In the 
department de l'Est. 


Tho coming of the snow means muoh to 
the Parisian poor, and cloudy skies are 
unxiously watched and a heavy snowstorm 
hailed with delight. 
Paris is several hun­ 
dred miles further north than N e w York, 
and in winter the daylight Is short, so the 
sweeper's work begins and ends In dark­ 
ness. 
The fixed wage of ten hours' labor 
Is 5 francs, or about $1 In American money. 


In Munich, too, the women street sweep- 
pers are a familiar spectacle. 
They have 
not only brooms but shovels, and they 
wear men's boots, felt hats and wadded 
woolen jackets. 
The stranger at first does 
not distinguish them from the m e n . — N e w 
York World.
